About  a month  since,  hearing  that  Mr.  Co- 
gan, the  father  of  the  Coin  trade  in  America, 
feeling  the  weight  of  advancing  years,  had  de- 
cided to  withdraw  from  active  business,  and 
to  pass  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  that  quiet 
repose  which  he  has  so  well  earned  by  his 
long  life  of  activity  and  usefulness,  we  asked 
for  some  parting  contribution,  autobiographic 
or  other,  for  Numisma,  Tlie  reply  came  in 
due  lime,  but  unfortunately  for  us  it  contain- 
ed only  brief  outlines  of  the  information  ask- 
ed. Since  however  everything  connected 
with  Mr.  Cogan  must  be  of  interest  to  collec- 
tors we  append  it  entire  with  the  hope  to  com- 
plement it  at  a future  t'mc  with  more  detail- 
ed information. 

Edward  Cogan 

born  at  A\'althainston,  in  Esse.x,  England,  5th 
Jan}’,  1803,  landed  in  Philadelphia,  26th  July 
1S53,  commenced  the  Coin  Trade  in  1856, 
removed  to  Brookhm  in  1865  and  carried  on 
the  Coin  business  until  the  14th  Oct.  1S79.

W.  Rode,  for  his  suc- 
cessive efforts  in  disposing  of  about  20  copies 
of  the  Monograph  of  U.  S.  Cents  and  Half 
Cents  among  the  members  of  the  Western 
Pa.
